Actuated by what he believes to be his 
duty to his party, he refuses the great 
prize—a prize which it is his ambition to 
secure. 

Few men are capable of so great a sac- 
rifice. His act, viewed in whatever light, 
is a brave one, and it is the act of a big 
man. He clearly and frankly sets forth 
his reasons for declining in his telegram to 
Governor Northen. There is no conceal- 
ment of his personal ambition, his appre- 
ciation of the high compliment which the 
governor paid him is sincere; but overshad- 
owing these is his plain duty to his party, 
as he sees it, and duty triumphewt. 

The declination came last night, shortly 
after 9 o'clock. There had been rumors 
during the day that he would decline, and 
is action was not, therefore, a very great 
eto the governor. The telegram 
was quite @ long one. It speaks for itself 
better than any description could, and is as 
follows: 

Speaker Crisp’s Declination. 

“Hon. W. J. Nerthen, Governor, Atlanta, 
Ga.: I have an ambition to represent Geor- 
gia in the senate of the United States and 
appreciate most highly the appointment you 
have given me; but for the present, at 
least, I must put aside my ambition. I was, 
as you knor, unanimously rominated 
speaker. in accepting this office, I have in- 
curred obligations to our party throughout 
the country. A very large majority of the 
demccratic members have united in a re- 
qvest that for the remainder of this coi- 
gress I continue in the position to which 
they have elected me. They base this re- 
quest upon grounds which I cannot in mod- 


_ €aty repeat, but which I cannot in duty ig- 


nore. As speaker [I feel to some extent 
responsible for the action of the house. 


a -i feel a pride in its organization, and have 


a settled purpose, so far as my infiuence ex- 
tends, to have brought before it and have 
Votcd upon, bills which, ‘f enacted into laws, 
will redeem to the fullest extent our party 
pledges. This I think, will serve the in- 
lerests of the people of Georgia. I am 
Gratefu: to you.for the honor you have 
done me. [I am grateful to 
friends throughout the state who have 
Seemed pleased with and who have urged 
my acceptance of this appointment and 
beg that you and they wili believe what I, 
in the ttmost sincerity say—that in de- 
clining it I am sacrificing a cherished am- 
bition to what I regard as a sense of duty.

HE PUTS AWAY THE HONOR. 


Judge Crisp Yields ‘a’ ‘the Appeals of 
His Fellow Democrats. < 

Washington, March 30.—(Special,)—Speak- 
er Crisp arose this morning to find himself 
doubiy famous, first for his splendid hand- 
ling of Reed and the enraged republican 
filibusterers yesterday, and, second, by his 
appointment as senator. 


His room was soon the center of a dis- 
tinguished gathering of party leaders and 


friends, who heartily congratulated him, 
but begged him to refuse the proffered 
hono.. Serious representations were made 
to him of the confusion and antagonisms 
within the house if he should give up the 
Speakership, and these became so pro- 
nounced during the day as to demand his 
most patriotic consideration. 

The consensus of opinion among men of 
all shades of opinion in both houses was 
that no such Monor had been more worthily 
won nor came with more emphasis to any 
man in the previous history of the coun- 
try. Governor Northen’s wisdom, patriot- 
ism to Georgia and _ self-abnegation in 
making this choice, were everywhere com- 
mended in highest praise. When Judge 
Crisp reached his room at the capitol, it 
was full of eager representatives, praising 
his elevation and pleading for him not to 
accept for the good of the party and legis- 
lation pending and vital to the best inter- 
ests or the people. Speaker Crisp was 
gracious and modest in the demeanor, and 
seemed profoundly grateful for the excep- 
tional marks of confidence and esteem. He 
promised to decide his course during the 
day. 

Greeted with Applause. 

When the speaker took the chair at noon, 
his entrance was greeted by a storm of 
applause, which finally burst into a yell 
that a lady naively remarked upon as the 
old rebel yell with a vengeance. It was a 
notable ovation, and many republicans 
freely entered into it, though Tom Reed sat 
sullen and ready to try for revenge after 
his signal defeat by Crisp yesterday. All 
day, until 6 o’clock, Crisp was kept close 
in the chair, handling the unruly republic- 
ans and trying to force the house to a 
quorum and to business; but, meanwhile, 
Cadmus, of New Jersey, started a petition 
asking Judge Crisp to remain in the house 
as speaker. Members flocked into the lobby 
to sign it, until 150 had affixed their sig- 
natures. 

The Petition. 

The petition is as pga 

“Washington, D. C., March 30, 1894.—Hon. 
Charles F. Crisp, eoehie House of Repre- 
sentatives. Sir: Your colleagues in the 
present congress have heard with pleasure 
of the high compliment which has been be- 
stowed upon you from the state of Georgia 
by your appointment as United States sen- 
ator to fill the unexpired term of the late 
Senator Colquitt. The compliment thus 
paid you. is, indeed, wel merited, but it is 
the unanimous opinion of us ail that your 
obligations to your country and your party 
at this time make it imperative that you 
Sacrifice any personal desire in the premises 
and that you continue to preside over the 
deliberations of this house, which you have 
so ably and so impartially administered. 

“The position you now hold, owing to the 
existing conditions, is a highly important 
one—important to the country and impor- 
tant to the party in whose principles you 
believe. We appeal to you in the name of 
the country you love and cherish, and the 
party whose able representative you are, to 
decline this further honor at this time, and 
remain in the position you now occupy.” 

Later in the day Mr. Cadmus, in order to 
avoid placing the speaker in an embarrass- 
ing position in case he should conclude to 


accépt the governor's offer, struck out from 
the petition the words in the second para- 


graph, “That your obligations to your coun- 
try and your party at this time make it 
imperative that you sacrifice any personal 
desires in the premises.’’ 

Others sent personal notes to the speaker, 
and yet others inade personal appeals. Sil- 
ver men, goldbugs, high and low tariff 
democrats, all united in the petition. 

Tonight Speaker Crisp seriously consid- 
ered the whole case with the advice of his 


the numerous ' best friends in the party ranks, and gave 
out a letter of declination. 


Needed in the Chair. 

‘While his friends sympathized with Mr. 
Crisp’s personal interests most sincerely, 
they felt that just now he holds vital rela- 
tions to the party, to legislation and to the 
country’s future, and they recognize that 
he has now exhibited a moral courage, un- 
selfish patriotism and has served his party 
better by this one act than hundreds who 
have had long terms in the senate. Pa- 
haps it is impossible for the people of Geor- 
gia at once to realize the situation here 
and what grave problems were presented 
to Speaker Crisp, and how nobly he has 
met and resolved all fears. The republic- 
ans, led on by Reed, are making desperate 
endeavors to obstruct business and to de- 
moralize the democratic scheme of legisila- 
tion, They are angry, bitter, determined. 
They fear Crisp alone in the chair.

WAR BREAKS OUT. 


Four Killed in a Riot at Darlington 
Over the Dispensary. 


ALL SOUTH CAROLINA INFLAMED 


Troops Refuse to Obey the Govere- 
nor and Disband.' 


TWO CONSTABLES ARE KILLED 


They Shoot Down Two Citisgens and the 
Survivors Take to the Woods. 
The Law Is Paralysed.

Darlington, 8. C., March 30.—(Special.)— 
Darlington’s raid by Tillman's dispensary 
constables has resulted as it was at first 
thought it would. They began their raiding 
and searching here on Wednesday last. The 
constables numbered six, They were al- 
lowed to go about their business without 
molestation until they made their remarks 
that they would next search private resi- 
dences. 

Upon hearing this a number of determined 
citizens armed themselves and sent a com- 
mittee to the constables, announcing their 
intention of resisting to the utmost if they 
made any attempt to enter the residences 
of the people. Perfect coolness was dis- 
played by the citizens and the best order 
prevailed. 

The recent outrages all over the state had 
wearied all good men @ho believe in the 
sanctity of a man’s home, and they made 
up their minds that any outrages commit- 
ted in Darlington would not go unrebuked. 
The few Tillmanites here kept the wires 
hot informing Tillmax of events, greatly 
exaggerating the happenings. Tillman or- 
gered out the Darlington Guards and sent 
the Sumter Light Infantry to help the con- 
stables keep the peace. Both commands 
slept on their arms last night, and at an 
early hour this morning the Sumter com- 
pany returned home, everybody thinking 
the storm had passed. 

but Today Proved a Bloody One, 

Four men lost their lives. The whole 
town is up in arms and backed by the best 
people from neighboring places. 

A little before 4 o’clock this afternoon 
the young men of the town had an ‘alterca- 
tion at the depot of the Cheraw and Dar- 
lington railroad, The affair was about 
politics. The lie was passed and the 
young men began a lively mill. There 
were sixteen or seventeen constables at 
the depot at the time. They were about 
to take the south-bound train. They took 
quite an interest in the fight, forming a 
ring around the combatants and defying 
any one to interfere. Constable McLen- 
don, who was more aggressive than the 
others, egged his man on. 

At this point Mr.. Lucius Redmond, a 
young man from North Carolina, spoke up. 

Mr. Frank IE, Norment, one of the best 
men in town, also had something to say. 
Then McLendon wanted to know what 
Norment had to do with it. The le was 
again passed and McLendon pulle’ | out 
his pistol and shot Mr. Norment, who was 
sitting on a barrel. This opened the hall 
and the few citizens who were present and 
had pistols shot at McLendon. 

The constables used their rifles and upon 
men who were totally unarmed and the 
most peaceable people. Mr. Norment was 
unarmed. The shooting became general and 
Mr. Lucius Redmond fell, his tnroat pierced 
with a rifle ball. After he was on the 
ground he emptied his revolver at the con- 
stables. They turned and took down the 
railroad track as hard as they could, 

They outnumbered the citizens two to one 
and were fully armed with pistols and ri- 
fies. Word was soon sent to town, about a 
mile distant, about the death of Norment 
and Redmond. 

The citizens turned out armed and deter- 
mined to avenge their death. When they 
got down to the depot, however, the con- 
stables were out of sight. 

Captain Thompson marched the Darling- 
ton Guards to the depot in a remarkably 
short spac? of time with a view to prevent- 
ing further fighting, but as the Guards ar- 
rived there later than the citizens, their 
serv.ces were no account. 

Swan, Mekin, Gaillard and one other, at 
the time tue shooting occurred, were at 
the Charleston, Sumter and Northern depot 
in another portion of the town, They were 


there on some business or other and when. 


they heard of the fight, boarued the train 
bound for Sumter, which was due to leave 
at that time. In this way ..-ey made their 
escape. When the people heard this a large 
body of the citizens boardea .wue freight 
train bound in the same direction and 
which left only a short time afterward, 
determined to capture the gang and make 
them pay a dear penalty. 

‘A large mounted posse of men, citizens of 
Darlington, rode after the constables, who 
flew down the track, and at last accounts 
had them surrounded in a small swamp 
not very many miles from town, It is need- 
less to say what will be or perhaps has 
already been done with them, 

A telegram from the party who followed 
Swan. Mekin, Gaillara and one other, re- 
ceived at about 5:30 o’clock this afternoon, 
stated that the constables had left the 
train, some at Oswego and the others at 
Lamar. 

The result of the fight was as follows: 

Killed—Frank FE. Norment, 
most prominent young men of Darlington 
and well known throughout the state. 

Lucius L. Redmond, a young man from 
North Carolina, but who has made Dar- 
lington his home for several years: 

Pepper, a constabie. 

Wounded—McLendon, constabie, who had 
an altercation with a young man in town a 
few days ago and was particularly free 
with his »vistol, mortally wounded. 

A. E. Dargan, chief of police, wounded 
through the body and arm, not fatally, 
though seriously. 

K. D. Lucas, a splendid young citizen, 
five wounds, three through the body, and 
one in each arm; thought not to be mor- 
al. ’ 

_L. M. Norment, brother of Frank Nor- 
ment, shot through the breast near the 
shoulder and through one arm. 

One constable, name unknown, was wound- 
ed, but he managed to get off with the 
others. ; 

The bodies of Mr. Norment and Mr. Red- 
mond were taken in charge by reiatives and 
friends. Pepper's body was brought into

cared for by the noblé women of the town. 
McLendon was carri€d to the jail to be 
cared for, and the DMriington Guards or- 
dered to protect the building. 

At this writing, midnight, nothing more 
than the above has been heard from the 
party of citizens who went after the con- 
stables. Everything ig quiet in town, but 
the citizens ‘are more determined than 
ever. There is no demonstration. Offers 
of assistance have beén wired to the citi- 
zens from several quarters. Business has 
practically been suspended. Numbers of 
posses are out scouring the woods for 
miles around. 

EXCITEMENT AT COLU MBIA. 


The Troops Refuse To Go To the Seat 
of ar. 
ColumMa, S. C., Marth 30.—(Special.)—The 


old suying is that “Hell’s broke loose in 


Georgia,’’ but the seat of war has been 
trarsferred to South Carolina without a 
doubt. Tillman and thé dispensary are the 
causes of war and there is no telling in 
what manner the tpfrfising against them 
may break forth and to what desperate ex- 
tremes the indignation of the citizens may 
carry them. 

The killing of two citizens at Darlington 
by dispensary constables today and the or- 
dering out of the local military by Gov- 
ernor Tillman to that city has inflamed the 
entire city of Columbia:to the highest pitch. 
The people are rampgnt and tonight it 
looks as if a magazin? might be exploded 
at any. minute, the consequences of which 
would be terrible in the extrme. 

No such scenes have been observed here 
since the memorable days of 1876. Troops 
have refused to obey the governor’s orders 
and have thrown down their guns. Thou- 
sands of citizens crowd the streets and on 
every side deep curses against the execu- 
tive and the dispensary are heard from men 
prominent in every walk of life. To crown 
all, a crowd is organizing to break open 
even the big state dispensary and empty 
its hundreds of barrels of official liquor into 
the river. 

Indeed, the scenes and events of the hours 
from 5 o'clock this afternoon until mid- 
night cannot be extravagantly told. The 
people have their dander up and have been 
on the very verge of violent acts. When 
the news of the killing was received people 
began hurrying to the bulletin boards of the 
newspapers and soon the main street from 
the city hall to the telegraph office was 
throbbing with its hundreds. When it was 
noised around that Goyernor Tillman had 
ordered out the Columbja battalion to go to 
Darlington there was loudly expressed in- 
dignation on every sidé. 

Incited, not to Go. 

Prominent citizens declared it would be an 
outrage and a disgrace, and on every side 
it was urged that the members of the com- 
panies resign rather than obey. Old men 
took their sons aside and told 
them to throw down their guns. 
Finally the talk became so hot that 
there were threats against Governor Till- 
man. It was declared that he was re- 
sponsible and as the fountein head h 
should suffer. Men sj) they would go to 
Darlington, but if they “Aid it would be to 
hunt the constables. Only one company 
made any show of going. The Zouave:;, 
under command ot Captain John G. Capers, 
were the first to act. On assembiing at 
their armory Captain Capers outlined the 
situation to them and then called a busi- 
ness meeting. The matter was discussed 
and it was unanimously decided that they 
would not obey. The company was then 
formed and as each man’s name was 
called, he stepped forward and put down 
his gun. Then Captain Capers placed his 
sword on the pile and officially declared the 
Columbia Zouaves disbanded. 

Nake YTheixr Guns Awny. 

When this news was communicated to the 
big crowd at the city hall it was received 
with wild cheering. The Richland Volun- 
teers failed to get up even a curporal’s 
guard and then the crowd turned its atten- 
tion to the Governor’s Guards, whose arm- 
ory is in the city hall. 

About thirty men had assembled therein, 
Adjutant General Farley and Major Meets 
being among the number. Hot speeches for 
and against going were made. The idea 
of any one wanting to go to Darlington in 
uniform acted like a firebrand on the im- 
patient crowd below and they thronged 
upstairs, declaring that they would take 
their guns away. Finally, Bishop Ellison 
Capers appeared on the scene and he ad- 
dressed the crowd,‘ telling them that per- 
sonally he would throw down His gun, but 
that the company should be allowed to de- 
cide for themselves and not be interfered 
Wit:. 

Hissing the Guards. 

At his advice the crowd retired to the 
street. 

It soon became noised around that the 
Guards had decided to go with about fif- 
teen men. The effect of this on the crowd 
beggars description. 

“Three groans for Tillman’s bodyguard,”’ 
yelled some one, and hisses rent the air. 

“Get some eggs, boys.’’ shrieked another. 

“Meet them at the door and take their 
guns away,’ came next and a rush was 
made for the door. But it appeared that 
the meeting was. still in progress with no 
decision made. Then it was rumored that 
the Guards were coming out at the 
back door and men rushed there and 
barricaded it. The guards finally decided 
to give it up. 

Governor Tillman Indignant. 

About 6-o’clock this afternoon .the news- 
paper representatives repaired to the exec- 
utive mansion. The governor came hur- 
riedly to the door. He seemed to be very 
much worried and walked up and down the 
piazza. When told that the constables 
had taken to the woods he said he could 
not blame them when there were four or 
five hundred men after them. He said: 

*““Nobody wants to do anything over there 
but to secure the peace and get the civil 
authorities in possession of the town again. 
I have received a message from the sheriff, 
which is an appeal to send the militia there. 
He says he is powerless. Attorney General 
Buchanan tells me to send General Farley 
with the militia. The mayor of Darlington 
played havoc yesterday and is no doubt 
responsible for the trouble today. The 
mayor and the police should have arrested 
all the obstreperous men yesterday and 
there would never have been any trouble. 
They sowed the wind yesterday and reaped 
the whirlwind ‘today. It is no light thing 
for men to resist the state law. The News 
and Courier, The Greenville News and The 
State are directly responsible for the pres- 
ent condition of affairs. They have under- 
taken to educate the people to the belief 
that the constables do not have a right to 
gearch private dwellings. It has never

His Appearance in the House Brings 
an Ovation. 


TOM REED GETS UNRULY AND BUCKS 


The Speaker Sends the Sergeant-at- 
Arms After Him. 


| STORMY TIMES ON THE FLOOR 


Republicans Filibuster and Seek to Em- 
barrass the Democrats~—Crisp Steers 
with a Cool Head. 


Washington, March 30.—When Speaker 
Crisp appezred at the door of the house at 
noon to take his place for the day he was 
greeted with applause from the members on 
the floor—democrats and republicans alike 
joining in the demonstration. There was in 
the atmosphere no trace of the storm that 
brooded over the chamber yesterday—every 
one manifesting good humor and satisfac- 
tion with the condition of things. 

As the speaker Kepf on his way up tire 
steps the galleries took up the applause, 
and it rapidly swelled into huzzas, which 
were kept up several seconds, while the 
speaker gently rapped for order. 

Mr. Crisp’s face was well nigh impas- 
sive, hut he would have been more than 
human had the tribute been unable to bring 
an unwarranted sparkle to his eye and a 
slight intimation of a smile. But in every 
feature of his bearing the speaker plainly 
indicated the strain that the new and un- 
expected situation forced upon him. 

After the reading of the journal Mr. Reed 
suggested that it should be amended to 
show that the speaker had overruled, for 
no reason stated, the point of order made 
by Mr. Payne, republican, of New York, 
that one of the votes taken yesterday had 
been reported by but one teller, when the 
rules required two. He reduced his amend- 
ment to writing and Mr. Springer, demo- 
crat, of Illinois, moved tne previous ques- 
tion on the amendment. 

Mr. Reed endeavored to propose another 
amendment, showing that for no reason 
stated the chair had refused to permit Mr. 
Payne to state a point of order. 

The sneaker ruled that the gentleman 
from Maine could not propose two amend- 
ments at once, despite Mr. Reed’s appeal 


“to be permitted to do so, and put the ques- 


tion on ordering the previous question on 
the amendment. On division the vote was: 
Ayes 168, nays, 9. 

Mr. Reed made the point of no quorum 
and the yeas and nays were ordered on 
motion of Mr. Patterson, democrat, of 
Tennessee. 

The result of the call was, yeas 178, nays 
1—just a quorum—sbd the previous question 
was ordered. 

Reed Starts the Racket. 


Mr. Reed stated that he felt compelled to 
call attention to the error in the journal, 
because, he said, it was such a plain case. 
The speaker frequently stated that he 
would not refuse to entertain an appeai be- 
cause it was dilatory in its nature, but 
he had twice refused in practice to enter- 
tain any such proposition without saying in 
sO many words that he did so because it 
was dilatory. If the journal was approved, 
as read, he said, it would contain no less 
than three errors. This, he submitted, was 
not just to either the minority or majority. 
What the journal recorded, he said, might 
be of little consequence, but in so far it 
set a bad example.

THE TALK IN ATLANTA. 


There Wa9% Much Speculation Concern- 
ing Judge Crisp’s Probable Action. 
The senatorial question was naturally a 


principal topic of talk about the city and 


throughout the state yesterday. It is no 
exaggeration to say that the governor's ap- 
pointment of Speaker Crisp met with 
the universal and unanimGes approval 
the people of the state. 

The governor was overwhelmed with con- 
gratulations upon his action in the matter. 
They came not only from all parts of the 
State, but many were from outside of Geor- 
gia, and all spoke in the highest terms of 
the governor for his appointment and of the 
splendid Georgian whom he had selected 
for the highest honor which he could be- 
stoW upon any man. 

As he walked to his office shortly before 
9 o’clock, Governor Northen was stopped on 
ail sides by people who had this to Say: 
They congratulated him, and as Georgians 
thanked him. 

One of his first callers was Chief Justice 
Bileckley, who came down from the supreme 
courtrooms. “I do not often express opin- 
ions on matters pertaining in anyway to 
politics,”” said the chief justice, “but I 
want to say just this: That you have done, 
governor, two great big things. I think I 
could have done one of them, but I know 
I could not have done the other. I could 
have withdrawn from the senatorial con- 
test, if placed in a position like you were; 
but your judgment in the selection of the 
man who, above all others, is the best 
men for the place, was so much better than 
mine would have been that I cannot refrain 
Irom coming here and congratulating you; 
and as a citizen of Georgia thanking you in 
the name of the state.”’ 

irging Him to Accept. 

Yesterday morning when it was rumored 
that Judge Crisp might decline, the gover- 
nor sent him the following telegram: 

“Hon. Charles F. Crisp, Sneaker House 
of Representatives, Washington, D. c.: IL 
respectfully insist upon ycur resignation. 
Distinguished citizens are congratulating 
me upon your appointment. Viease accept 
at once. W. J. NORTHEN, Goverunor.’’ 

That is the sentiment which was heard on 
all sides yesterday. Everybody felt that 
the governor had done a great, big thing in 
making the appointment—a big thing for 
himself as well as for Georgia. Men who 
had heretofore criticised the governor for 
some of his acts were the loudest and 
strongest in their conmmendation of this 
last act of his; and they: were among the 
first to go to him and tell him so, which 
must naturally have given him a great deal 
of pleasure and satisfaction. 

ahere Were Ma®#®\ Rumors. 

Would Speaker Crisp accept the senator- 
ship? 

The air was full of rumors to the effect 
that he had determined to decline, but as 
the speaker himself had given no definite 
intimation of his intentions, these rumors 
were haturally baseless. Throughout the 
day uncertainty on this score prevailed and 
a number of efforts were made to ascertain 
something definite fron Washington. These 
were, however, futile. 

There was nothing left, therefore, except 
to guess at the result. A great many peo- 
ple beiieved that he would decline and the 
friends of other aspirants fcr the senator- 
ship did not cease their efforts to bring to 
bear upon the governor influence in sup- 
port of their favorites. é 

Those who believed that the speaker 
would decline, argued that in view of the 
chaotic state of affairs just now in the house 
and the importance of having no division 
in the party, such as would naturally re- 
sult from a contest at this time and under 
these conditions, Speaker Crisp would not 
lay down the most important office which 
he now holds, even for the senatorship. 
They said that it was natural that Judge 
Crisp should aspire to the senatorship, and 
they believed that he did, but to resign the 
duties of the speakership right at this stage 
would, they believed, hurt the party. 

Others were equally certain that he would 
accept from the fact that he would see how 
essential it was that Georgia should have 
a strong representation in the senate right 
at this time, and that being there, he could 
do more in the interest of his party and 
in carrying out legislation according to the 
promises of the party platform, than he 
could do even in the house. 

Reasons Pro and Con. 

Some argued that in the interests of the 
party and of silver legislation, he should 
remain where he is. Others were equally 
sure that in the same interests exactly he 
should go into the senate. All were agreed 
on one point, however, and that was that 
Judge Crisp would do exactly what he 
deemed right and best for the interests of 
the party and the people whom he repre- 
sents. 

The argument that he aspired to the 
senate and that accepting the appointment 
at this time would mean a life place in 
that distinguished body, was met by those 
who didn’t believe that he would accept 
with the argument that by declining in 
the interests of the party he would be 
stronger, if possible, than ever before, and 
could secure election to the senate at any 
time he desired it. 

* Tt is thought that the governor, if he con- 
sidered any of the mames during the day 
yesterday, locked with greatest favor upon 
the suggestion of the names of Messrs. In- 
man, Walsh and Mitchell. Governor Northen 
is very strongly impressed by the hearty 
endorsements which the mention of Mr. 
Inman’s name has brought from all parts 
of the state, and he is a great admirer per- 
sonally of Mr. Inman. In his mail yester- 
day were letters from all parte of the 
: state endorsing Mr. Inman. Colonel Walsh 
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he is not a candidate, he may Be appointed. 
Then there are many who, believing in the 
friendship that exists between the governor 
and Colonel Mitchell, thought the latter 
would be named in case Judge Crisp de- 
clined. 

In view of the appointment it was natu- 
ral that there should be a good deal of 
talk about the congressional matters in 
the third district. Who would succeed 
Judge Crisp, if he accepted, was the ques- 
tion a good many people tried to answer. 

Three prominent Georgians are mentioned 
in connection with this feature of the case; 
these are Judge Aller Fort, of Sumter; 
Hon. James M.’ Dupree, of Macon county, 
and Judge C. C. Smith, of Hawkinsville. 
All three are vrey well known 
throughout the state and either would 
make a splendid congressman, Judge Fort 
and Colonel Dupree were in the city dur- 
ing the day, the former being here in at- 
tendance upon the railroad commission 
and the latter on legal business. Neither 
would gay anything about congressional 


' matters beyond that they are for Judge 


Crisp for anything in the world he desires, 
and will under no circumstances oppose his 
re-election should he decline the appoint- 
mcnt as serator. J.dge Smith is holding 
court in Wilcox county this week and 
nothing was heard from him; but it is 


known that bis friends in Pulaski are for 
him for congress at any time that Judge 
Crisp should be elevated. 

Judge Fort is one of the strongest men 
in Georgia and a man who is very popular 
throughout his district. He was himself 
mentioned by some of his enthusiastic 
friends for the senatorial appointment. 

Judge Smith is one of the coming young 
men of Georgia. He is judge of the Oconee 
circuit and is a lawyer of great ability. He 
has a very large following, especially 
among the voung men of his district. 

Colonel Jim.Dupree is one of the best 
known young men in Georgia, and one 
who has proved his strength in many con- 
tests. His home is in Macon county, which 
is one of the middle counties of the dis- 
trict, and he is strong on both sides of the 
river.

MAJOR BACON’S SACRIFICE. 


He Promptly Withdrew in Speaker 
Crisp’s Favor. 

Macon, Ga., March 30.—(Special.)—Major 

O. Bacon wired Speaker Crisp this 

morning that he would withdraw from 

the senatorial race if the speaker decided 

to accept Governor Northen’s appointment. 

In an interview today Major Bacon said 
to The Constitution’s correspondent: 

“Immediately upon learning through the 
morning papers the fact of Judge Crisp’s 
appointment, I sent him this telegram: 
‘Hion. Charles F, Crisp, Speaker House Rep- 
resentatives, Washington, D. C.—Accept my 
Sincerest congratulations on your appoint- 
ment. Should you decide to accept, I beg 
to assue you of my most cordial and earn- 
est support in the election for the full term. 
A. O. Bacon.’ . 

“In determining without hesitation upon 
this course I was influenced by the fol- 
lowing considerations: 1 recognized that 
Judge Crisp, from his eminent capacity and 
thorough equipment, would discharge the 
duties of a senator with most distinguished 
ability. I regard Judge Crisp as the most 
conspicuous Georgian now in public life, 
and peculiarly fitted for the place; if, there- 
fore, he resigns the speakership of the na- 
tional house of representatives to accept 
the seat in the senate, I, myself, consider 
him entitled as of right to an election for 
the full term. Being- thoroughly’ of this 
opinion, it would violate my sense of duty 
to antagonize him with my own candidacy. 

“TIT determined on this course in the face 
cf the most generous support from almost 
every section of the state, and to the flat- 
tering extent of which the people in nearly 
every county throughout the state wiil, I 
am sure, bear willing witness. 1 frankly 
confess to my deep personal disappointment

Sack the Dispensary. 

The crowning denouement of the night 
came about 10 o’clock, when some determin- 
ed spirits proposed to sack the state dis- 
pensary, where thousands of gallons of 
liquors and wines are stored. Cooler heads 
at once started to stop it. They mounted 
boxes and appealed to the crowd not to go 
this far, declaring that they should not 
spoil the grand victory they had achieved 
in the soldiers not- going to Darlington. 
This counsel finally prevailed. 

Governor Tillman was seen again at his 
mansion tomght. He exhibited a dispatch 
from Darlington, stating that Constable 
Pepper, though badly wounded, was not 
dead, but would probably be killed. A dis- 
patch from Attorney General Buchanan 
stated that he did not know who began 
the firing; that it was a general fusillade. 

Tillman Ready to Lead. 

When it was mentioned to the governor 
that the crowd down town had said that 
the soldbers would only go to Darlington on 
condition that he led them as commander- 
in-chief, he said: “If I had known that 
they wanted me to go, I. would have 
promptly taken command of them. They 
could not have bluffed me out of it. I can 
understand the insinuation.”’ 

Concerning the action of the Columbia 
troops, the governor said: “They have 
missed their golden opportunity to show 
that they realized the duties of citizen sol- 
diers in upholding the law. tc whicn they 
are opposed. I have telegraphed to Gen- 
eral Huguenin, of the Fourth brigade, at 
Charleston, to take s!'x companies and go 
to Darlington as svcon as possible, on a 
special train.’’ 

Tonight a committee of citizens wired 
the Darlington people to know if they 
wanted any assistance, The answer came 
back, “‘No,”’ that the murderers were being 
pursued through the country by C. 8S. Mc- 
Cullough and a large force, and that they 
would probably be caught. At least one of 
the constables has escaped thus far, John 
Drennan, who arrived here tonight on the 
11 o’clock train. He was not known as a 
constable spy, and went safely to the 
executive mansion. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE, 
Darlington’s People Resented the 
Searching of Their Homes. 
Charleston, SS!’ C., March 30.—(Special.)— 
The fight which took place at Darlington 
today grew out of the effort of Governor 
siliman to enforce the objectionable cispen- 
sary law. The first gun was tired by Till- 
mean on Tuesday last, when he wrate a let- 

ter to thé mayor of Darlington as follows: 

‘Tt has been apparent to us for some time 
that the city authorities and police of 
Darlington were making no effort to sup- 
press the illicit sale of liquor as required 
under the dispensary law. We have waited 
patiently, hoping for a change of policy 
on your part. But as there are no indica- 
tions of any purpose to do more than you 
ere doing and a#°we are informed by 
the constables that the police have been 
obstructing rather than assisting them, 
notice is hereby given that after the first 
day of April part of the proceeds of 
the dispensary will be paid to the city 
until the state board becomes satisfied that 
your police enforcing the law. Very 
respectfully, B. R. TILLMAN, 

“Governor and Chairman of Board,”’ 

The following day—Wednesday—a number 
of the dispensary constables put in an ap- 
pearance in the town and raided a number 
of stores. Then they announced that they 
intended to raid a number of private resi- 
dences. When this report got abroad quiet 
and determined men were at once seen 
Walking in the direciion taken by the 
constables, armed with shotguns and ri- 
fies. This was about 2 o’ciock in the day 
and up to this time everything had been 
noisy. The crowd was in good humor. 

Everything grew more quiet while these 
armed men silently preceeded to stop this 
invasion of the homes. For some reason 
the constables changed their course, mak- 
ing a detour, cressing to another street 
and coming, to their hotel amid the jeers 
and hootings of a large crowd, which now 
was very large and meant just exactly 
what their actions indicaied. In the after- 
noon the crowd again gathered, but the 
corstables disappeared. In the meantime 
news of the outbreak had been wired to 
Gcveinor Tillman, who telegraphed the lo- 
cal militia company on Wednesday night. 

Tl. S. Gaillerd, who is the chief constable 
of the dispensary force, ran down to 
Charleston and gathered the entire con- 
stabulary force, corsisting of twenty-eight 
or thirty men, each armed with a Win- 
chester repeating rifle and two horse pistois. 
They left here at 3-o’clock a. m., firing a 
fusilade as the train left the depot and 
swearing that-they would wipe out the 
town they were going to. | 

On Thursday night the governor ordered 
the Sumter Light Infantry to Darlington. 
On the same day the citizens of Darlington 
held a mass meeting and adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were telegraphert 
to the governor: 

Standing Hy Each Other. 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that a man’s home is his castle 
and that he is entitded to defend the same 
against all reasonable searches, : 

“resolved, That in the couniies of Dar- 
lington, Florence aad Sumter, searches of 
private residences, private rooms and pri- 
vate apartments used by the members as 
their dwellings at night and as places of 
trade by day, shall be neither tolerated nor 
permitted, and we hereby piedge ourselves 
to resist all such unlawful depredations. 

“Resolved, That the citizens of Darling- 
ton, Florence and Sumter hereby mutually 
pledge each other to support each other 
in resistance to all such unlawful acts, 
and we invite the co-operation of all other 
law-abiding and liberty-loving people.” 

In the meantime citizens from neighbor- 
ing towns had flocked to Darlington and 
offered their services in resisting any at- 
tempt on the part of the constables to in- 
vade the homes of the people. This is the 
state of affairs that culminated in the out- 
break today. , 

The constables in the service of the 
governor are all desperadoes and outcasts. 
The first outbreak that occurred in Charles- 
ton in January last was caused by one of 
them slapping a wdman whose residence 
they invaded. The ttrong police force put 
down that disturbance and prevented a 
lynching. Since then these men, some thir- 
ty in number, have run over this communi- 
ty roughshod. They openly boasted that 
the governor would pardon them should 
they be convicted of any c*ime and they 
‘paralyzed the law. | |

CHARLESTON TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 


It Is Not Probable That They Will Obey 
the Governor. 

Charleston, S. C., March 30.—(Special.)— 
General T. A. Huguenin, commanding the 
Fourth brigade of state troops, received a 
telegram from Governor Tillman, stating 
that the militia in Darlington and Sumter 
is paralyzed and ordering General Hugue- 
nin to proceed to Darlington at once with 
six companies of infantry. The order was 
received at 11 o’clock tonight. It is not 
probable that the troops will obey the or- 
ders of the governor. Those of Columbia 
and other towns have already refused, 
Rumor reaches here that the posse of citi- 
zens have overtaken the spies and lynched 
the whole gang. If they are caught that 
will doubtless be their fate. 

Liquor Spilled at Florence. 

Florence, S. C., March’ 31.—A mob entered 
the state dispensary here at 2:05 a.m., and 
destroyed the entire stock of liquors and 
blew the dispensary up with dynamite.

A Fair Hit. 

The Charleston News and Conrier, dis- 
cussing the.seigniorage bill, says that 
“none of the conditions laid down by the 
democratic party for the protection of 
the national credit and for maintaining 
the parity of gold and silver have been 
complied with by the ¢vocratic con- 
gress; no safeguards of iegislation have 
been provided in the seigniorage bill to 
preserve the equal power of every dol- 
lar.”

THE PRESIDENT’S VETO. 


Augusta Chronicle: The Chronicle deeply

A SAD EDITOR'S VIEWS ON THE CASE 


Who Looks for the Storm to Blow Over 
How the People Feel on Cleve- 
land’s Veto Message. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 30.—(Special.)— 
The gloom which pervades democratic 
circles, resulting from President Cleveland’s 
veto of the seigniorage bill, is something 
which cannot be easily shaken off. 

That the president has struck the party a 
blow is something that needs no proof. 
Even his mouthpiece in this state (Colonel 
Oates) had implored him to sign the bill, 
but, much as he was indebted to Oates, 
the president’s obligation to do otherwise 
was greater. 

The Advertiser, which is now facetiously 
known as The Daily Morning Postoffice, 
noticed the local effect of the veto under 
the chilling sign of a two-line head. 

“There were no harsh criticisms of the 
president indulged in,’’ sang the cuckoo at 
the general delivery window, ‘as all were 
ready to concede to the president’s honesty 
of purpose and an earnest desire to do what 
he belived to be for the best interests of 


all the people.’”’ 

Then, as if trying to gulp another strong 
dose of administration apology, the organ 
goes on to say: 

“It was generally admitted that the ap- 
proval of the bil! would have done much 
to unify and simplify politics in Alabama, 
but the feeling on all sides was that it 
was best for all democrats to stand by the 
president and hold up his hands in his 
purpose and desire to uo what he thought 
best for the whole counftry.”’ 

Catching sight of the incredulous faces 
of the people, as the editor glanced over 
his fan, his fingers nervously traced the 
follgwing redeeming words: 

‘It 1s believed that ali feeling against 
the president will soon blow over and that 
in a few days it will be found that a veto 
was the best thing that could be done.’’ 

So there was reaily feeling after all! 
Such an admission from the organ was ex- 
screws-ciatingly painful, and even Frank 
Glass went out and got another dose of 
bromo-seltzer. 

The party to be saved, must be set right 
by its local leaders repudiating the attitude 
in which the president would place them, 
and taking position squarely on the plat- 
form. The democracy of Alabama is truly 
illustrated by Morgan and Pugh, and not 
by Oates and Herbert. The two former 
have stood up for the rights of the people 
and the carrying out of the platform. Her- 
bert fell out of the congressional delegation 
because the people had no further use for 
his service, and he was only saved from 
retirement by the president, who rewarded 
him, not: for services to the people of 
Alabama, but for the only vote cast from 
Alabama in the interest of goldbuggery. 
Colonel! Oates allowed himself to be lured 
into giving up the whip-handle which the 
democracy held in the Sherman repeal con- 
test, after having positively declared he 
would not do s0, and now he is being 
flayed by the whip in the hands of the 
goldbug.
